MontTcomMeERry, Ala., January 9.—The cold- 
est weather prevails here today sifice the 
cicnal station was established in 1375.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 9.—Today was 
the coldest ever known in Birmingham. There 
has been achange of temperature of 55 de- 
grees in the last 48 hours, andit has been at 
or slightiy below zero all day. Business was 
generally embarrassed. One of the Sloss fur- 
nace companies’ furnaces, and all furnaces in 
the city, shut down for the day, The street car 
traffic was also suspended.

In the Middle States. 

New York, January !.—The furious north- 
east storm of wind and snow that broke on 
Staten Island at eleven last night, continued 
to increase in violence till five o’clock this 
morning, when the wind moderated. The 
Staten Island ferry boat, ‘‘Westfield,” on the 
midnight trip from New York for cast shore 
landings, had aterrible time. Nearly all the 
passengers had to remain on board all night 
and were landed at Clifton at eight o’clock this 
morning. After leaving New York at mid- 
night the Westfield reached Tompkinsville 
landing about 1 a. m., but the docklights could 
not be seen through the snow and the bell on 
the dock could not be heard for a long time. 
When the boat finally touched the wharf every 
line parted as soon a3 it was made fast, and 
only a few of the gentlemen passengers who 
made the dangerous pier head leaped ashore. 
Several of them lost their hats while jumping. 
Captain Catamour went among the passengers, 
who were greatly alarmed, and restored con- 
fidence, assuring them that they could remain 
comfortably on the {boat until morning. 
The water was Very rough and the ferry boat 
rolled heavily. ‘The captain attempted to 
moor the steamer to the American docks but 
she would not stay there under the severe 
blow and the captain started for the Clifton 
landing. As it was impossible to reach it 
safely, the boat was started up the stream to- 
ward New York. As it was opera night there 
were more passengers than usual and about 
sixty gentlemen and ladies were obliged to 
remain on the boat until this morning. Cap- 
tain Catamour provided the ladies with cots. 

The boats ran very irregular today. The 
snow drifts are between five and six feet deep 
on the streets and roads. The telegraph and 
telephone wires are down and the railr.ad 
travel is much impeded. Snow plows are run- 
ning to get the ‘track clear. A number of 
vessels inthe bay have been dragging their 
anchors. The schooner S. A. Paine, Captain 
Hous, is ashore at Clifton, and will probably 
go to pieces if the storm does not abate. There 
isa heavy sea on, Considerable damage has 
been done. 

Advices from all points in the interior of 
the state report severe snow and wind storm 
raging: Railroad travel is greatly impeded, 
and in some cases local trains have been en- 
tirely abandoned. The thermometer is re- 
ported 4s falling rapidly and the wind as de- 
creasing, 

PENNSYLVANIA, 

PITTSBURG, Pa., January 9.—The fall of snow 
last night was the heaviest known in years. 
From twelve to fifteen inches of snow covers 
the ground, greatly interfering with the street 
railway travel, and delaying the trains. High 
Winds prevail, and the snow is drifting badly. 

SHENANDOAH, Pa., January 9.—A heavy 


snow sterm set in here at midnight last night, 
and stil] continnes, making the situation at 
Boston Run complicated and dangerous. Those 
having charge of the place report heavy work- 
ing of surface and great falls during the night. 

Mount CARMEL, Pa., ‘January 9,—All col- 
lieries in the region which had resumed work 
after repairing damages of the recent rain 
storm, were compelled again to suspend today 
by the heavy storm, which struck the mining 
district at midnight. The snow is from 
eighteen inches to two feet deep, amd trains 
are running regardless of schedule time. The 
water is flowing rapidly into the colleries, and 
should the weather become warm within the 
next few days, melted snow will do incalcula- 
ble damage to mining operations. 


In the West. 
CHIcaGo, January 9.—A strong wind is blow- 
ing throughout northern Illinois, drifting the 
snow badly, but the cold is not as intense as 


that which has prevailed in the west and 
northwest. At 6 o’clock this morning the 
thermometer registered ten degrees above zero 
in this city and the mercury has since risen 
four degrees. 

It is still blowing hard in central Iowa, with 
the thermometer registering twenty-three be- 
low zero at Des Moines. 

St. Paul quoted 15 degrees below. The em- 
bargo in railroad travel in central lowa is not 
yet raised. The railroads have ceased selling 
tickets to Omaha and unlessthe situation im- 
proves during theday no through passenger 
trains are expected to leave for the west to- 
night. Thelowest point reported tothe signal 
service this morning is at Minnedosa, on the 
(‘anada Pacific railway in Manitoba, where 
the thermometer registered 52 degrees below 
zero. Winnipeg quoted 44 below. 

The telegraph officials state that the storm 
was more destructive in Iowa than they have 
known before in many years. A sleet storm on 
Tuesday swept down poles and wires from 
northern Iowa to soiathern Kansas, and before 
the lines could be restored the present fierce 
storm broke, completing the work of 
destruction. Fora time yesterday very few 
wires were available at ali in Iowa, but the sit- 
uation has begun to improve somewhat. The 
cold has been so intense in addition that it 
makes the work of repairing very serious, 
Four engines were sent out from Omaha this 
morning with gangs of repairing linemen, and 
the service west of Omaha is showing some 
signs ofimprovement. There are no signs of 
the railway people beingable to relieve their 
snow-bound trains in central lowa. 


Kentucky and Tennessee. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., January 9.—Reports from 
the state say that trains on the Louisvil'e and 
Nashville. Chesapeake and Ohio and Chesa- 
peake and Southwestern are snowbound, and 
travel is suspended. Trains which were due 
here last night have not yet arrived, and 
owing to heavy snow drifts travel may not be 
resumed for days. The outgoing trains have 
been laid off. The Kentucky legislature ad- 
journed until Monday on account of the cold. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., January 9.—The low- 
est temperature reached here was two degrees 
below zero at ten o’clock this morning. This 
is the coldest weather known at Knoxville in 
many years. At 3 p. m., the thermometer 
registered one degree above zero, with temper- 
ature rising. : 

CHATTANOOGA, January 9.—The tempera- 
ture fell to five Cegrees below zero today and 
up to 11 a.m.was below zero, At %:30a.m. it 
stood at three degrees below zero, This isthe 
coldest ever recorded here, the nearest ap- 
proach being one below in January, 184. 
=pecials from neighboring towns gives the 
the minimum at their points named as fol- 
lows: Hiuntsville, eight below; Cleveland, 
Tenn., seven below; Knoxville, two below:

The 
road between St. Lambert and Longeuil, on 
the south side of the river, is flooded and traf- 
fic completely stopped. 

QuEBEC, January 9.—A terriffic snow storm 
and wind storm has been in progress here since 
early this morning. Ferry boats have not 
been able to leave their docks and mails are 
all behind time.

Early yesterday morning, 
eome time before day, an old 
woman appeared at police headquarters half 
frozen and weak. Shetoldastory of a sick 
child at home, an empty larderandan empty 
cash box. The woman was cared for until 
Chief Copnolly reached police headquarters, 
and then her wants were supplied. Immedi- 
ately after this the chief issued a special 
crder to the department instructing the cap- 
tains and patrolmen to examine their beats, 
and whenever they found a case of destitution 
to investigate it thoroughly and report the re- 
sult at police headquarters. A book was pro- 
vided in which the members were compelled 
to make the reports, and in nearly every 
instance and was granted. During the day 
there were several applications for relief lodged 
with Chief Connolly. In every instance he 
sent a member of the police force to investi- 
gate the application, and then acted in accord- 
ance with the report. In this way he man- 
aged to give only where it was needed. 

Atlanta is always ready to respond to the 
cry of the poor and needy, and yesterday 
several contributions were sent in to the chief 
for distribution. Some sent coal, some wood, 
some money and some something to eat. 
Nearly everything that was sent in was given 
out. Chief Connolly, however, has a few sup- 
plies on hand yet and will award them ‘today 
where they will do the most good. Should 
any persons feel disposed to give anything 
Chief Connolly will do the best he can with it. 

At midnight it was bitter stinging cold, and 
the indications are that this day will be a raw 
one and cause much suffering, About mid- 
nigbt the chief said: 

“I have helped several cases today, but not 
all who have applied. Iam watching closely 
to prevent imposition, and will see that every 
thing goes where it will do most good.”’

At the solicitation of a number of charitable 
citizens, 1 have arranged to receive donations for 
the poor during this severe weather, and all fuel 
clothing, provisions or money left at my office will 
be carefully applied by the officers and men of this 
department for the relief of the most needy and 
suffering, A. B. CONNOLLY, Chief of Police.

A TERRIBLE WRECK. 


THREE MEN KILLED AND MANY. 


INJURED IN A COLLISION. 


A Midnight Collision Near Wilmington, Dalaware, 
Accompanied by Horrible Disaster—The Killed 
and Wounded—Brvised and Burned Be. 
yond Recognition—Ths Cause. 


WILMINGTON, Del., January 9.—Last night's 
snow storm caused the most serious block on the 
railroad tracks here that has occurred for years. 
At seven o'ciock this morning the Wilmington and 
Northern train, which leaves for Reading. Pa., at 
eight o’clock, was backing into the station. It 
consisted of engine, baggage and mail car and 
one passenger car. On account of the 
heavy drifts the train was piloted by 
the. shifting engine, which was attached 
to rear passenger car. Between Shipley and Mar- 
ket streets the train’s progress was blocked by sev- 
eral freight cars that had been thrown from the 
tracks by adrift, The train then ran back to 
near the gas house and there crossed to the 
south-bound track, when it again started for 
the station. Meanwhile two other shifting en- 
gines had been sent out from this station wit 
snow sweepers to clear the  south-bound 
track. Both engines were running rapidly and 
the Wilmington and Northern train was also under 
good head of steam. Opposite Harlan & Hollings- 
worth Co's. tracks the engines and train came to- 
gcther with a terrible crash. The sweeping en- 
gines drove the pilot of the engine ofthe train 
into the baggage car, telescoping it one-third of 
itslengeth. The rear end of the car was torn into 
fragments, andthe cab of the engine broken to 
pieces. The boiler was fractured and the ma- 
chinery twisted into all shapes. On account of 
the blinding snow, the engineers of the approach- 
ing trains were not aware of danger whtil the col- 
lision occurred. 

Superintendent A.G. McCausland, of the Wil 
mington and Northern railroad, wason the train, 
but escaped with some bad bruises 

Three men were killed outright and another is 
expected to die.

of that excellent weekly on the refusal of 
the hotel-keepers in Troy and other New 
York towns to entertain the colored jubilee 
singers. ‘The Nation, it seems, criticized 
the hotel-keepers, while Mr. Selah Howell 
is Of the opinion that it is northern senti- 
ment, as represented by the people of the 
north, that ought to be criticized. 

No doubt Mr. Selah Howeil is right, pro- 
vided there is any criticism to make; but. 
under all the circumstances, what is the ne- 
cessity of criticism? Whatreform is criti- 
cism likely to accomplish ’ For forty years 
all the politics and all the literature of the 
north have been directed to convincing the 
people of the north that they ought to as- 
sociate with negrovs on terms of equality— 
that they ought to take them totheir homes 
and receive them socially. 

We had supposed that this tremendous 
influence, covering so wide a field and em- 
bracing so longa period, had had a serions 
effect, but it seems not. Mr. Selah Howell 
writes to the Nation that the landlords do 
not refuse to receiye the jubilee singers be- 
cause they are negroes, but becanse of the 
sentiments of their white guests. These 
guest=, Mr. Howell argues, *‘say very plain- 
ly to the landlord that unless negroes are 
refused the courtesies of the house, they 
will goelsewhere.’’ With the landlord it is 
a question of business, not of personal feel- 
ing : and, from the nature of his business, 
he is bound to make himself and his house 
agreeable to his patrons. 

It is to be observed that, in spite of the 
fuss that is made by our republican friends, 
the negroes are treated no better at the 
north than they are treated at the south.

The tories and Parnellites united ont- 
number the liberals only four ina house 
consisting of G70 members. Scotland, Wales 
and England, each alike sends up a liberal 
majority. ‘The tories and Parnellites have 
nothing in common. One party consists of 
landlords and reactionists, and the other of 
tenants and reformers. Both united can not 
reasonably he expected to carry a govern- 
ment through the_storms and trials of a ses- 
sion of parliament. But Lord Salisbury will 
attempt the task of leading both ; and the 
world will soon know whether he will ofier 
the Parnellites a programme of home rule 
that they will accept. If he does not, his 
authority will»be summarily terminated, 
No one knows what Mr. Gladstone is pre- 
pared to offer the Irish people ; but there is 
a growing impression that he will favor on a 
wenerous scale a scheme that will turn over 
all local affairs, of England and Scotland 
and of Wales as well as of Ireland, to local 
bodies, leaving imperial affairs tobe dealt 
with by parliament. This means of course 
an imperial federation : and it seems to be 
the real and only conrprehensive remedy for 
mapy ills that afflict the country at present.

CONTROL THE CITY. 


Thumb Nail Sketches of the Local Legislature, 
Mayor Hillyer’s Official Career, Where the 
Aldermen Came From, What the Council- 
men are Doing, How They Work. . 


The present city council is oné of the best 
Atlanta has ever had. 

It is of bigh character, public spirit, un- 
selfish purposes. There isa happy combina- 
tion of age and youth, energy and experi- 
ence, aggression and conservatism. Every 
class of our'people is represented. The capi- 
talist, the laborer, the merchant, the lawyer, 
the pbysician, the insurance man—each 
have their representative—while all are tor 
Atlanta. Without any mulionaires, it is the 
wealthiest council we have ever had. Every 
member is well to do, and has essential in- 
ierest in the growth and welfare of the city. 

That their constituents may know some- 
thing of the record and purposes of their 
agents, we submit short interviews with the 
members, and such sketchy likenesses as our 
space will allow, beginning, of course, with 
his honor Mayor Hillyer, the head and front 
of the council. 


George Hillyer 
was’ born March 
7 th, 1835,at Athens, 
but spent most of 
his boyhood in 
Walton county. 
After graduating 
from Mercer in 
iso4 he was admit- 
ted to the bar he- 
fore twenty years 


old. and when but 
little more than 
twenty-one, was 


elected for Walton 
county to the state 
legislature, where 
he served two years. by the next legislature 
he was elected clerk of the house. Atter S$1X 
years successful practice in the Western circuit, 
young Hillyer promptly obeyed the call to 
arms in 1861 and carried to Virginia the first 
volunteer company that left Walton county. 
Here he served for three years as captain ol 
infautry. and after filling various positions un- 
der the confederacy came gut at the close of 
the war with the rank of major. At the age 
of thirty. after an honorable civil and military 
career, Major Hillyer recommenced the battle 
of life in Atlanta. His suecess has been signal, 
He has served four years in the state senate 
and was one of the commissioners on hehalt of 
the state to wind up the affairs of the state road 
on the lease of the same, In 1877 he was ap- 
pointed judge of the Atlanta circuit, and was 
afterwards twice unanimously re-elected by 
the legislature. Shortly after his second re 
election he resigned to resume the practice. 
Judge Hillyer’s remarkable ability in dis- 
patching business was never more strikingly 
shown than in his careeras judge. When he 
went on the bench there were on the dockets 
of Fulton superior court over two thousand 
issues for trial. At his resignation the num- 
ber was Jess than six hundred. Judge Hill- 
ver’s career as an individual has been no less 
marked than asa public official. He isa man

who isasuecess. In 1851 he was chosen by 
common consent to lead the reform or “citi- 
gens’ movement in Atlanta politics. ‘The 


great confidence of the people in the man was 
shown by a vote of more than two-thirds for 
mayor. this capacity his administration 
has been singularly smooth and successful, re- 
markably free from mistakes, losses and 
calamities and the city credit has been greatly 
elevated. During the first year of his admin- 
istration he used the veto power but twice. 
in beth cases the veto was sustained—once 
unanimously and once with but a single dis- 
senting voice. WPuring the time he has pre- 
sided in council, there has never been an 
appeal from one of his rulings, nor has their cor- 
rectness ever been questioned. No heated or 
angry word has escaped onc member of the 
body towards another or towards the chair, but 
the proceedings have been as orderiy and 
dignified as those of parliamentary body 
in the land.

OUR WATERWORKS. 


Annual Report of Superintendent and Secre- 
tary. 

Honorable Mayor and Council of the City of At- 
lanta—Gentlemon: I have the honor herewith to 
submit the reports of the superintendent and sec- 
retary of the waterworks forthe year 1835. These 
reports are 80 full. so explicit and so satisfactory 
that it is almost useless for the commissioners to do 
anything more than submit them to your honorable 
body without comment. hey cannot think of 
anythink that has been omitted in the reports, and 
they heartily indorse the suggestions and recom- 
mendations of the sujerintendent. The results of 
the metor system are gratifying to the board and to 
the public generally. We find now thatthe supply 
of water is abundant, the pumping power ample, 
and the main large enough to supply twice the 
present number of consumers. No one complains 
of lack ot pressure, and with our efficient fire bri- 
gade fires are generally kept under control, andthe 
insurance Companies are reaping a rich harvest. 
And now that we have abundant water, 
and the means of pumping it, we recom 
mend that the distribution be extended as rap- 
idly as the finances of the city’ will permit, so as to 
give to as many of the people as possible, facilities 
tor fire protection and domestic. comfort. Surveys 
and estimaies for new lines have beeh ordered by 
the board, and the same will be submitted to your 
honorble body for approval. Audin this connec- 
tion we beg lcave to suggest. that the great need of 
the city nuwis, a better and more comprehensive 
system of sewerage. Many of our present mains 
are Comparatively useless for want of sewers. The 
extension of the mains and proper sewer connec- 
tions, Wil! soon so increase the incomeas not omy 
to pey the cxpense of running the works, but 
also the ii on the bonds, but the income fr 
the extension of the pipe, without sewers, will 
very trifling. We recommenda careful investiga 
tion of the smooth round sewers without traps for 
furface water. If these sewers were used only for 
the conveyance of water from the mains, they need 
not be very large, because they could not be iil] 
and overtiowed by the rush of rain water, an i they 
could be easily flushed and kept clean. 

The income for the year is about 96,00 in excess 
of 1854, and this does not include tae rents for t!

The operating expenses seem greater than usual. 
but we Sexe advanced about iour thousand dollars 
on the coal account for the year and have 
now on hand asupply for nine months. Besides 
this, the machine repair account is much larger 
than usual, because everything has been thorougn- 
ly overhauled and put in first-classcondition. It is 
gratifying tothe board to be abic to report to the 
couvcll, that the water works in all its depart 
ments, were hever in better condition, and every 
thing and everybodyis working harm dniously and 
satisfactorily, for which you are indebted to the 
fidelity and energy of ourseflicient superintendent 
andchief engineer.

Gentlemen—When the water works were con- 
structed it was adjudged by your honorable body 
that a set of pumping machinery having the ca- 
pacity of delivering 2,000,000 gallons of water in 
twenty-four hours would be ample for ten years in 
the then future. Recent events—the operation of 
the works during the last nine months—haye dem- 
oustrated the wisdom of your judgment. V 
soon afier the pumps were started, it was found 
that, tosupply the consumption and keep sufficient 
pulMping Capacity to give a Satisfactory pressure ou 
occasion of fire, it would be necessary to procure 
an additional set of pumping machinery. The 


machinery wasgput in and set in operation, and 
then another Alfliculty presented itself; this was, 
that the pumyping main leading from the pumping 


station to the(city was too sinall to convey the wa- 
ter from both'sets ci machinery without atremen 
friction, and unnecessary strain 
upon the machinery and pipe in the immediate 
neighborhood of the pumps. In several instances 
it was found to be impossible to get up a good pres- 
sure on occasion of fire. A newtwenty-inch main 
from the works to the city seemed to be the 
ouly remedy, and this your honorable 
suger sted nnd brought f before the 
council. cost was estimated at 
ninety tho: dollars. This large amount coul 
not be had without an extra rate of taxation, this 
was not popular, and the idea of a twenty-in 
main was reluctantly abandoned.

Up to the opening of last spring the tax upon the 
pumping machinery had been so heavy, an 
stant that the engineer in charge, Mr. G. W.’ 
found but little time to do 
nent repairs, only being 
it running in iis then 
condition. ! be trouble was that he had no power 
to spare, and early in the spring the hard and con. 
stant work having impaired his health he deter- 
mined to resign his position and move to Florida. 
This occurred on the firstof April and Mr, B. 
Travis was elected to the position made vacant. A 
better selection could not have been made. The 
spring is always the time of the least pumpage.and 
Mr. Travis went immediately to work to get the 
machinery in as good order as it was possible to get 
it without a general overhauling: how well he has 
succ« eded is well known to your honorable body. 
A little here and a little there, a piece at atime, he 
bas brought the machinery to a first class condition. 
All that remains to be done is to secure an appro- 
priation, early during the coming year, for the 
thorough overhaulivug and repairing of the old 
battery of boi ers, and this, I should think, can be 
readily secured asthe introduction of meters has 
saved a sufficient amount of coal from the estima- 
ted consumpfion for the year passed to cover all 
the expense and more beside. 

Much complaint has been made at this office 
by various parties, that it was an act of injustice to 
require Consumers to pay for the meters, This, 
however, is not the case, as there is not more than 
one-third of the territory within the city that has 
water mains within reaeh, consequently it would 
have been great injustice to have paid for the 
meters out of the general taxes, thereby requiring 
those who lived out of the reach of a water 
supply or fire protection to pay for meters to be 
used for the benefit of those who were more fortn- 
nate and had the comforts and convenience of a 
water supply. Their introduction has certainly 
saved money to allclasses of our citizens, as with- 
out them the rate of taxation must have been in- 
creased t¢ :sisemoney to pay for another main 
pipe, anoiler set of pumping machinery, an addi- 
tional rese) voir. the necessary dam and suction 
pipe, etc., ail of which would have cost between 
one hundred and thirty and one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. Facts show conclusively that 
the plan adopted was the yery best method of se- 
curing just what we now have and all that has 
ever been promised by your body, namely, a good 
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water supply for fire protection and sanitary pur- 
poses. Even the insurance agents are well pleased, 
which | take as good evidence ofthe efficiency of 
the water works. Another evidence of the effect 
of the meters is shown by the monthly reports of 
the engineer. Forthe month of November, 1554, 
the pumpage was 132,679,900 gallons, and the coal 
consumed was 575,000 pounds, an average pum 

per day of 4,422,993 gallons, anda consumption of 
19,133 pounds ye For the month of November, 
1885. the pumpage was 48 130,000 gallons, and the 
coal consumed was 256,000 pounds, showing a sav- 
ing in pumpege since the general introduction of 
meters of 2,818,93 gallons per day, 
and of coal 10,373 pounds per day, 
For more than two months passed the small, or or 
igina) set of pumps have been furnishing the water 
for domestic uses and fires. Ithink it hardly ne- 
cessary to produce any further argument in favor 
of the meter system. 

There bas been a general improvement at the 
pumping station since the first of April, aside from 
the much needed work on the engines and pumps, 
A new cottage has been built forthe first assistant 
engineer, a new room has been added to the other 
cottage, which makesit a four room house, and 
affords room for two families; anew roof has been 
put on the old brick mill house, @ new floor has 
been laid in the basement rooms ofthe chief eagin- 
eer’s house. The well at the house of the chief en- 
gineer, whicb has been dug for several years, has 
been blasted about four feet deeper, and now af- 
fords plenty of water: a well has also been dug at 
the new cottage, a neat foot bridge has been built 
over the creek that flows between the works and 
the houses of the employes, and various other mi- 
nor improvements bave been made adding to the 
comforis and convenience of the men and the effi 
ciency of the works. 

The extensions to the pipe system during the 
vear are as follows: One hundred and fourteen feet 
on Wall street, to complete the connection be 
tween Loyd and Pryor streets, 1,031 
feet on North Pryor street. from Line to Houston 
street; 3,415 feet on Fair street, from Capitol avenue 
to Grant street, all six inch pipe; 50) feet of four 
inch pipe to connect hydrants to main. Ten six 
nch stop valves have been oye onthe above ex- 
tensions, and one fourinch blow-out at culvert on 
Fair street cast of Frazier street; also one four inch 
valve on the pipe between the Byd@rant and main 
in front of police headquarters.
